To  th('  Ch(ii>')na)i  and  Menihers  of  the  Education  Committee. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  upon  the  Medical 
Inspection  of  School  Children  for  the  yeai  1925. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  arrangements  and  methods  adopted  foi  the  medical 
inspection  of  the  children  have  been  in  all  respects  similar  to 
those  described  in  previous  Reports.  The  children  examined 
include  the  Entrants,  Leavers,  and  Intermediate  Group  (aged  8), 
other  Routine,  Special  Cases,  and  Re-inspection  of  Defective 
Children,  the  numbers  examined  being  set  forth  on  Table  I. 

HEIGHTS  AND  WEIGHTS. 

I have  had  the  average  Heights  and  Weights  of  Children 
for  the  years  1908,  1910,  1913  and  1914  compared  with  the 
Heights  and  Weights  of  those  taken  in  1925.  I find  it  in  both 
the  cases  of  Boys  and  Girls  up  to  the  age  of  10  years  there  is 
little  alteration,  from  10  to  14  there  is  a distinct  increase  in  both 
Heights  and  Weights  in  the  1925  children. 
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TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. 

58  children  received  operative  treatment  under  the 
arrangements  made  by  the  Local  Education  Authority. 

(See  Table  IV.,  Group  III.) 

SECONDARY  AND  JUNIOR  TECHNICAL  SCHOOLS. 

The  particulars  of  the  vSchooI  Medical  Inspection  of  two 
Secondary  Schools  and  Junior  Technical  School  appears  at  the 
end  of  this  Report. 

FOLLOWING  UP. 

For  this  purpose  the  City  is  divided  into  convenient  areas, 
each  School  Nurse  having  charge  of  her  own  District,  and 
during  the  3'ear  the  School  Nurses  made  2934  home  visits  in 
this  connection. 

OPEN  AIR  SCHOOLS. 

At  present  we  have  no  Open  Air  Schools,  although  in 
suitable  weather  school  playgrounds  are  largely  used  for  the 
holding  of  classes.  I consider  that  a day  open  air  school 
would  be  one  of  the  most  useful  aids  we  could  have  for  the 
prevention  of  disease,  and  would  improve  the  physical  and 
mental  health  of  many  of  the  children. 

See  Table  III.,  Page  15. — 115  delicate  children  are 
attending  the  Public  Elementary  Schools,  who  would  doubtless 
do  much  better  in  an  Open  Air  School. 

SPECIAL  INQUIRY. 

The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  and  myself  have 
continued  this  inquiry  into  the  association  of  ph5'sical  defects 
with  backwardness  in  school  children,  and  from  Table  V.  it 
will  be  observed  that  of  776  children  classified  as  backward, 
that  is  to  say,  two  standards  below  that  of  normal  children,  no 
less  than  68.9  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
physical  defects  which,  in  our  opinion,  is  sufficient  to  account 
for  their  backwardness. 

STAFF. 

Particulars  of  the  Staff  are  given  on  Page  3. 
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CO-ORDINATION. 

As  the  School  Medical  Officer,  who  is  also  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  is  engaged  in  clinical  as  well  as  administrative 
duties,  there  is  no  difficult^'  in  co-ordinating  the  work  of  the 
different  Departments. 

MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

(a)  Uncleanliness  (see  Table  IV.,  Group  IV.) 

I have  to  report  a steady  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
children  attending  the  Klementary  Schools  in  the  matter  of 
cleanliness.  This  has  been  continuous  since  the  institution  of 
school  medical  work.  At  present  the  School  Nurses  make 
visits  to  the  schools,  particularly  during  the  week  following  re- 
opening after  holidays.  During  the  year  the  School  Nurses 
paid  338  visits  to  schools  in  this  connection,  the  actual  number 
of  children  examined  being  14,953.  Of  this  number  314  were 
unsatisfactory,  305  of  these  were  cleansed  satisfactorily  by 
their  parents  after  notice  was  given,  and  in  9 cases  it  was  found 
necessary  that  the  cleansing  should  be  done  by  the  Authority 
at  the  cleansing  station. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  parents  under 
the  Education  Act,  1921,  Section  47. 

(b)  Tuberculosis. 

Fifteen  children  have  been  referred  by  the  School  Medical 
Inspector  to  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  for  prolonged 
observation  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  of  these  4 were 
found  to  be  tubercular  and  2 were  still  under  the  observation 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  9 were  non-tubercular. 

RINGWORM. 

161  cases  have  been  treated  at  the  School  Clinic  during 
the  year,  53  being  ringworm  of  the  scalp  and  108  ringworm 
affecting  other  parts  of  the  body,  and  the  number  of  visits  paid 
to  the  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease  was  1894.  146 

were  cured,  and  15  still  remained  under  treatment  at  the  end  of 
the  year.

IMPETIGO. 

226  cases  of  this  disease  were  treated  at  the  Clinic, 
making  1432  attendances,  and  all  were  cured. 

SCABIES. 

No  cases  were  seen  or  treated  during  the  year. 

The  treatment  given  to  cases  of  this  disea.se  during  the 
past  few  years  has  led  to  its  practical  extinction  from  the 
Schools.  In  1920  there  were  149  cases  in  the  Schools. 

VISION. 

Arrangements  with  the  West  of  Ihigland  Eye  Infirmary 
still  continne.  See  Table  lY.,  Group  II.  One  case  has  been 
operated  upon  for  Corneal  Ulcers,  also  10  cases  for  special  out- 
patient treatment  for  eye  diseases  at  the  Eye  Infirmary. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

The  Report  of  the  School  Dentist  on  this  work  is 
attached.  See  Table  IV.,  Group  IV. 

MINOR  AILMENTS. 

Treatment  for  these  are  given  at  the  School  Clinic, 
particulars  appear  on  page  18 — Table  IV.,  Group  I. 

SWIMMING  INSTRUCTION. 

The  arrangements  whereby  Elementary  School  Children 
are  regularly  taught  swimming  at  the  Corporation  Baths 
continue,  and  during  the  year  249  scholars  qualified  for 
certificates  as  compared  with  239  last  year.  The  total  number 
of  scholars  on  the  swimming  register  during  the  season 
was  1151. 

Medical  inspection  of  those  wishing  to  compete  in  the 
annual  Swimming  Gala,  238  cases  being  examined,  and  in  3 of 
these  cases  it  was  considered  inadvisable  for  the  children  to 
compete. 
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EMPLOYMENI  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS. 

Under  the  Bye-laws  in  force,  112  medical  certificates  were 
issued  and  39  children  were  re-examined  for  continuation  of 
employment,  and  in  no  case  was  it  found  that  the  children’s 
employment  was  detrimental  to  health  or  education. 

SCHOLARSHIPS,  BURSARS,  AND  STUDENT  TEACHERS. 

49  were  examined  and  passed,  subject  in  13  cases  to 
having  defects  remedied. 


CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS  AND  OTHERS. 

66  per  cent,  of  the  parents  were  present  in  the  schools  at 
the  examination,  and,  generally  speaking,  these  parents  showed 
every  desire  to  co-operate  with  the  school  stafif  for  the  benefit 
of  their  children. 

I acknowledge  with  gratitute  the  assistance  given  me  by 
the  Secretary  for  Education,  Head  Teachers,  School  Attendance 
Officers,  and  various  voluntary  agencies,  both  for  help  in 
facilitating  the  work  of  inspection  and  in  obtaining  treatment 
for  ailing  children.  In  the  matter  of  obtaining  treatment, 
Inspector  Hart,  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  has  been  most  helpful.
